Fo the better ozder in the due execution of which Statutes, ſoꝛ her highnes Chaumber: it is oꝛdepned the 
Loꝛde Chamberlayne and the Uicechaumberlapne. And foz her Maieſtieg houſhoulde, the Lozde Stewarde, 
the Treaſourer 02 the Comptroller,toappoynt ſuch truſty offycers as they ſhall thynke fyt to haue in thoſe two 
places ſpectallregarde to all ſuche as (ball after.xiiii,daysnexte folowyng the publication of thys ozdinaunce, 
preſume to enter into the Court otherwyſe apparayled then is permitted by the ſayd Statute, and ſtrayghte to 
appzehende and to commit them to warde, there to remapne tyll they ſhalbe duely punyſhed foz rhep2 offences, 
and vntyll ſuch tyme as they (bal haue thꝛoughly payde and ſatiſtyed the penaltie ol the ſayd Statute : Exami⸗ 
nyng them tyꝛſt how long and howe often they haue lithen the time aboue wꝛytten alter the publication of this 
ozdinaunce,woznethe layd apparell, who is they; maiſter, and bowe long they haue lerued hym, and how longe 
it hath ben that he hath knowen them to weare any parte ofthe ſame Apparell. Upon which examination, the 
mayũer d rayght to be ſent to, to appeare pr the offence be kound in p Chamber, befoze the Lozd Chamberlaine, 
oz Uicechaumberlapne : and befoze the Loꝛde Steward, Creaſurer oz Comptroller yl it be lound in the houſe 
hold. And in caſe it ſhall appeare by any due meane that the layde maiſter had knowledge ofthe ſayd ſexuauntes 
abule lo long tyme as in the ſapd Statute is d: chen to take ol hym a bande ol two hundzed markes. to 
the Quenes hyghnelle vle to aunſwere the fozfapture fallen vpon hym by the ſayde Statute: whych bande pl 
he ſhall tefule, then to commit hym to warde, there to remayne tyll he ſhall haueſatiſfied the penaltie. The ſayde 
examination and obligatiũ to be ſent to one of the Quenes highneſle Remembzaunces in the Exchequer, to be 


by them called vpon,accozdpnge to the effecte ol the ſayd Statute: the parties ted to this execution to 
faitur haue foz thepz paynes the moitie of the fozfaiture appointed bythelawe. Poupdedthat incaſe it Halbe thou⸗ 
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ghte litte to be dilpenled withall within the court ioz any perſon vpon reaſonable cauſe, the Loꝛde Chaumber- 
layne oz the Lozd Steward knowyng fy;ſt herhyghneſle pleaſure,ſhalland may licence them by wzytyng ſub- 
leryded with one of theyꝛ handes, teſtifying her Maieſtieg ſayde pleaſure : fozſeyng that none ol them do there- 
by ble any apparel inhibited vnto them, but during ſuch time as they ſhal attend vpon her highnelle perſon. 


And within the Citie of London and the Liberties ofthe lame, the Maloz and Court of Aldermen ſhaltake 
and oblerue the lyke oꝛder: That is to lap, to appoint in euery warde foure ſubſtanciall and well meaning men, 
to ſee the ſapd Statute executed, in ſuch loꝛt as it is ozdepned in the Courte:any the ſaid foure oʒ any oi them to 
examine all offendours in the ſozt aboue wꝛitten: and appꝛehending them, to bꝛyng them to the Alderman of the 
warde,he to commit them to pꝛilon, and to certiſy the examination and conteſſion, and ſuch knowledge of indg 
ment ofthe truth of the matter as he can attayne vnto, aſwell touchynge the maiſter as the man, to the Maioz, 
and court ol Aldermen: and they to certifie the ſame indelaydly into the Erchequer to thintent the foꝛtaptures 
may be aunſwered. The tayde foure tolowyng the execution of þ Statute, to haue the moitie of the fozfayture, 


The lyke oꝛder to be taken and folowed within the foure Innes ol Court. and in all the houſes of Chaun- 
cery,by the pꝛintipalles and auncientes ofthe houſes, where are noted to be lo great dyſozders at thys preſente, 
ag behoueth to be loked vpon. 


The lame oꝛder to be folowed in lyke ſoꝛte in the Huburbes out of the liberties of London, and in weſt» 


m minſter and in all other exempted places, by thoſficers of thoſe places, 
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And fynally lyke oꝛder to be obſerued in all Cities, Townes and villages thzoughout the realme. In al Ci⸗ 
ties and Townes cozpozate the oꝛder to be executed by the Matoz,Baylitfes,and other head officerg. And tn all 
Cotones and villages, the Juſtices ofpeace in euery ſeuerall Shire, to folowe the like oꝛder foz the appzehen- 
tion, examination, takyng of bandes. committing to pꝛilon, and certificate into the Exchequer, accozdynge as is 
aboueſayde. The moitie of the penaltie to fall to the officer and officers, appointed tothe execution of the lawe. 


The countie Palentine of Lancaſter and Cheſter, to make certificateinto the Excheauer there, and the Ex- 
5 tothe Chauncelour ofthe duchye. and he to certifiethe lame into the Exchequer here, to thintente 
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The dopnges herein of al officers aſwell in the court as in London. in Cities and Cownes coꝛpoꝛate, and 
of the Juſtices of all other places thꝛough the Realme, to be certified duringe the kyꝛſt two monethes after 
the publication of this oꝛdynaunce to be made, to the Lozde Chauncelour of Englande,o2to the Loꝛd keper 
of the great Seale euery,xv.dayes, and after the ſayde two monethes erpfred,the ſame to be made euerp, bf, 
wehes,durynge the ſpace of one whole peare.a ſo to continue as by the ſaid Loꝛde Chauncellour,o2 L oꝛd ke- 
per ſhalbe pzeſcribed, Ind finally that all Juſtices of Friſe in all their circuites do enquire ſpectally hereof. 


It is not ment by any thing aboue waitten, to take the libertie from any man. to make infozmation a. 
gainſt any oſtendour in the pzemiſles,and to entoy, y the partie be conutcted, ſuch part of the penaltie as by 
the ſayde la we is appoynted,fozeſeynge that no man be twile conuicted fo2-one oſtence. 


Ind to thintent ſuch as ſhalbe appoynted in the Court to therecution of the pzemiſles, may wozke the 
moꝛe certapnly: It is ozdapned they ſhall haue deliuered vnto them a bzeife of the ſayd ſfatutes, the lyke alſo 
to be delyuered and ſent pꝛynted by them ſelues, to all partes and parties, where the perticuler knowledge 
therof may be thought kyt toz the better execution of the ſame, 


Ind koꝛ the refozmation of the ble of the monſtruous and outragious greatnes of hoſen,crept a late in- 
to the Realme to the great ſlaunder therof,and the vndoynge of a number viynge the ſame , beynge dzyuen 
koꝛ the mayntaynaunce thereof, to ſeke ſuch vnlawefull wayes, as by theyꝛ owne confeſſion haue b:ought 
them to deſtruction. Jt is oꝛdapned as aboueſayde,that no Taylour, Yofyer, oꝛ other perſon whatſoever he 


. (hal be, after the day of the Publication hereof, (bal put any moze cloth in any one payꝛe of hoſen koꝛ the out 


ſyde. then one yarde and a halte. oꝛ at the moſte, one yarde and thzee quarters of a yarde of karſey,oz of anye 
other cloth, lether,o2 any other kind of ſtuſte aboue that quantitie. Ind in the ſame holen to be put only one 
kynde of 15 beſpdes lynnen cloth next to the legge, yt any chalbe ſo diſpoſed, the ſayd lynyng not to lye 
looſe noꝛ to be bolſtered, but to lye iuſt vnto they: legges, as in auncient tyme was accuſtomed : Sarcenet. 
Moccado, oꝛ any other lyke thing vled to be woꝛne. a to be plucked out fo the furniture of the holen. not to 
be taken in the name of the ſayde lynyng. Neyther any man vnder the degree ofa Baron to weare within 
his holen any Ueluet, Sattin, oꝛ any other ſt uſte aboue the eſtimation of Sarcenet oz Taffata, 


Foꝛ the due and better execution and obleruation whereof, the Maioꝛ of London, and the rulers and 
officers of the Suburbes, and of Meſtminſter, and other exempted places, ſhall immediatip after this Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation made, call befoze them in euery of theyꝛ ſeuerall turiſdicttons, all Hoſyers oꝛ Tayllours making 
holen, dwellyng within the pꝛecinctes of the ſame, and ſhall bynde euery of them in the ſũme of. xl. poundes 
oꝛ moze as cauſe ſball require, to the Quenes hyghnes vſe, to obſerue this parte of this ſayde Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion touchyng holen. without any maner fraude oꝛ guyle: which bandes as anye chalbe founde to offende 
contrary to this ozdinaunce, they all certifie into the Exchequer, with the name of euery ſuch offendour, 
In all other Cities oꝛ townes coꝛpoꝛate. the Maioꝛ and head officers ſhall do in all poyntes the lyke: Ind in 
all other places the Juſtices of peace. The officers of the Exchequer to certitie the Lozdes of the Muenes 
hyghnes pꝛiuie countell at the begynnyng of eucry terme. what bandes haue come, oꝛ haue ben ſente into 
that oſtyce, touchyng the pꝛemiſſes tyll that day, and what numbze of them haue ben executed. 


It᷑ any Holper ſhall refuſe to enter into ſuch bande, to be immediatiy committed to warde, and to be 
ſuffred no moꝛe to continue his occupacion. 


The Mato: of London, and all other officers in they: iuriſdictions and liberties, to make oꝛ cauſe to be 
made ſearche once within euerp. viii. dayes in euery Holiers houſe, to ſee what kynde of holen they (hall 
_— and kyndyng any ſuche as be inhibited by thele oꝛders, to ſee the punychement thereof as is aboue 

zptten, 


Fynally,no men vndiſpenſed with in ſuch ſoꝛt as is abouefapde, be fo hardye after. xiiii.dapes folow- 
yng.the publication of this ozdinaunce, to pzeſume to ſhe we hymLelfe in the Courte, oz in anye other place 
within this Kealme, in any payꝛe of hoſen paſſyng the ſyſe aboneſapde : that is to ſaye, contepnyng in the 
nether ſtockes and vpper ſtockes, moꝛe then one parde and a halte, oz aboue one yarde and thꝛee quarters at 
the moſt,of the bꝛodeſt karſey, oꝛ with any other ſtuſte beyonde that pzopoztton, oz with mo lynynges then 
one, and that playne, and iuſt to the legges as is aboneſapde, neyther with anye Shurtes hauyng double 
rukfes, eyther at the coller oꝛ ſleues, which ruffes (hall not be woꝛne otherwyſe then ſingle,and the ſingle- 
neſſe to be vſed in a due and meane ſoꝛt, as was oꝛderly and comely vſed befoze the cõmyng in ot the outra⸗ 
gious double ruffes, which nowe of late are crept in. Oz beyng vnder the degree of a knight. with any gyl- 


ted ſpurres, oꝛ any damaſkyng oꝛ gylt ſwozde, rapyer.oꝛ dagger, vpon payne of fozfayture ot the ſame, and 


of impꝛilonment and fine at the Guenes hyghneſle pleaſure toꝛ euery ſuch offence, to be executed within the 
Court by ſuch as ſhalbe appoynted, in ſoꝛt as is aboueſayde,by the Loꝛde Chaumberlayne,Uicechaumber- 
layne, the Loꝛde Stewarde, the Treaſourer and Comptroller. Ind in London a within the liberties ther- 
of, to be erecuted by the Sergeauntes a ſuch others as fbalbe appointed in fourme afozcſayde by the Patoz 
and Aldermen. Jn the Suburbes, neftminſter, and other pztuileged places, by the officers, rulers. and gov 


uernours of them. In all other places by the head officers and Juſtices of peace. 


In the two vniuerſities,the Chauncellour, oꝛ in his abſence the &icechauncellour oz Comiſlarye, to ſee 
to the execution of the ſayde Statutes, and of all the other oꝛders: and none other Juſtice oꝛ officer there ts 
meddle, but as ſhalbe by them oꝛ one of them appoynted, Jn which places is thought mete to haue an vnt- 
koꝛmitie of apparell, accoꝛdyng to tuery ſeuerall vocation. 

Che heddes of Colleges and Ha wles of the ſayde vniuerſittes, to be warned by them to ſee the Scollers 
vnder they: gouernement to obſcrue thꝛoughly the ſayde Statutes and ozders, and to abate they2 rufles 
and other vnſemely exceſles, and to haue in they: apparell regard to the obſeruation of they? Statutes,and 
to the decencye of vlyng of them ſelues therin. as heretofoze hath ben vſed: wherein pr eyther the waifter 
(halbe tounde to foꝛget his duetie, oꝛ the ſcoller to lacke obedience, the Quenes hyghnes ſþalbe fozced co ay⸗ 


popnt others to lee vuto the due punyſþement of both the ſoꝛtes. 
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ladies and Ladres and gentilwomen attendinge vpon the Quene, oꝛ reſoꝛtynge to the Court, and they: gentyl- 
Eentilwo- women, to be apparelled accoꝛding to the aunctent oꝛder of the Court: wherof the oꝛders in tymes paſt to be 
n. put in vze, by the gentilmen vlſhers. at the appoyntment of the Loꝛd Chaumberlaine,to thintent there may 
be a difference of eſtates knowen by theyꝛ apparell, after the commendable cuſtome in times paſt vſed in the 
Court. Mhiche oꝛder is to be fought, renewed, and out of hande to be put in vꝛe by the ſayd Lozd Chaumber⸗ 
lapne,o2 otherwyſe to be deuiſed fo2 a certayntie of all degrees.

Dagger. oꝛ Buckler,contrary to thys oꝛder, to fozfaite the ſame,his body to be tmp2yſoned, a to make fine at 
the Quenes highnes pleaſure, and to remapne in pziſon, tyll the ſapd fyne be fully ſatiſfied,# beynge taken 
with the fault the ſeconde time. neuer to be permitted after, to vſe that occupation, which in the Court is to 
be executed by the officers afozeſapde. Jn the Citie and liberties by the Maioꝛ and Court of Jldermen, and 
ſuch as by them ſhalbe appoynted in that ſozt,aſwell ſergeauntes as others befozeſayd. In Weſtminſter. the 
Suburbes, and other pꝛiuileged places, by the offycers of the lame: in Townes coꝛpoꝛate, by the Maioꝛ and 

other head officers,and in all other places, by the Jultices of peace. 


And finally her Maieſtie ſtraightly chargeth aſwell the ſayde Loꝛde Stewarde,Treaſurer,and Comp- 
troller of the houtholde, as the Loꝛde Chaumberlayne, vice chaumberlayne, and ſuche as vnder them ſhalbe 
appointed and aſſigned. the Maioꝛ of London and all other Matozs,Sbziefes.Bailiefes, Conſtables, and al 
Juſtices of peace, all P2zincipals and auncientes of the Innes of Court, and Chauncery, the Chauncelour 
and vicechauncelour of both the vniuerſities, and the heddes of Haules, and Colleges of the ſame, and all 
other her highnes officers and miniſters, eche of them in they: turiſdictios, to ſe theſe oꝛders beyng ſet fozth 
and conkyꝛmed by her Mateſties Pꝛoclamacion, to be duely and ſpedely executed in fourme afozeſaid,as they 
wyll aunſwere foz the contrary at they: perilles, and wyll auoyde her highnes diſpleaſure and indignation,
